I.— Any 
lingering hopes of the “land grab­ 
bers” of the west that they are to 
continue in undisturbed possession of 
their illegal holdings was shattered 
today by Secretary 
Garfield, who 
gave a public interview in which he 
outlined a far reaching and vigorous 
policy which he says his department 
will prosecute. 
It is evident, that the investigations 
that the government is making 
of 
western land frauds 
is 
disclosing 
graft in that quarter the immensity 
of which is staggering. 
The thiev­ 
ery has been indulged in by men in 
high places, as well as by great cor­ 
porations. and the manner of it has 
been such as to create a criminal 
liability in a great many cases. 
Those who will suffer by forced 
restitution to the government are in 
the main the large coal lands com­ 
panies. the transcontinental and in- 
erstate railways and the large ranch 
owners. 
All of these must prove ti­ 
tle to their property, and the atti­ 
tude of the government Is such as to 
suggest that it possesses 
informa­ 
tion which will make it impossible 
for some of those implicated to hold 
on to property amounting to many 
millions. 
Said Mr. Garfield in con­ 
clusion : 
“ Where the railroads hold land il­ 
legally we expect to see that they are 
restored to the government. We ex- 
pect to call the Union Pacific. North­ 
ern Pacific and Santa Fe in first.”
